3B7, SAINT BRANDON ISLAND. Jackie, 3B8CF, is now QRT from here. QSL to 
his call book address. 


9L, SIERRA LEONE. Dave, 9L1US, was heard saying that he will begin 
tearing down his antennas the first of November, following the CQ WW 
Contest. 


P5, NORTH KOREA. It is reported now, that Romeo is definitely NOT going 
to P5 at this time. He and the other operators who just operated from 
XY, 1S and 3W are much too tired and they need a rest. 


S2, BANGLADESH. Things are looking up for this one to be active soon. 
From the W1AW ARRL Bulletins, it was reported that the Bangladesh 
Amateur Radio League, BARL, announced regular licensing of operators 
has begun in S2. The first two licenses were issued to BARL President 
Saif Shahid, S21A, and General Secretary Nizam Chowdhury, S21B, on Oct. 
5th. Six more licenses are expected soon. Probably the next licenses to 
be issued will go to Jim and Kirsti Smith, VK9NS and VKONL, and Eric, 
WZ6C. It was also mentioned this week on W2MIG's Net, that no 
authorized amateur radio operation has been permitted since the Jim 
Smith operation. 


T2, TUVALU. Bing, VK2BCH, is now QRV from Tuvalu as T20XV. He plans to 
be active for several weeks. QSL to home callbook address. 


XU, KAMPUCHEA. XUOJA will be active thru October 16th. Most of the 
activity is on CW (around 25 kHz up from band edge). QSL via JALNUT. 
The Southeastern Packet Cluster Group reported hearing and working a 
XU1U. It is undetermine whether this station is part of the XUOJA group 
or a SLIM (he did say QSL to JA1UT). 


YA, AFGHANISTAN. Jackie, F2CW, will be returning to YA on October 19 
with a vertical antenna. His callsign will be YA2CW. 


YVO, AVES ISLAND. A DXpedition to Aves Island is planned to start about 
November 5th. Duration is reported to be about 2 weeks and the callsign 
reported will be 4MOPV. 


ZA, ALBANIA. A lot has been said about ZA over the past couple of 
weeks, so I will try to keep it short. The ZA1A international group 
went QRT, on October 7th.

Box 200/66, Budapest, Hungary. Begin looking for the 12 Albanian 
students who graduated last week from the ZA1A group. (ZA1TAA thru 
ZALTAL) 


ZL8, KERMEDEC ISLANDS. Ron, ZL1AMO, is supposed to be active from 
Rotuma as 3D2RW, but has not been heard since October 7th. He is 
working very hard on a ZL8 DXpedition slated for around March. 


THE FIRST QSL DXPEDITION. In a phone conversation with Bob, WB2CVL, he 
reported to the OPDX that he will be traveling to Moscow on Dec. 23 for 
the purpose of obtaining 400 XYORR QSL cards. His plan hinges on approval 
from Romeo, UB5JRR.
